Clad in uniforms picked up abontthe 
Victoria Rink, the .AIcGill Juniors went 
down to defeat on Saturday afternoon, 
by a 5-1 score. One or two of the men 
had brought Red and White sweaters 
along with them, and so wore able lo 
appear in the college colours, but the 
majority were forced to accept sweat- 
ers of any hue whatever, and one man 
was on the ice with ah undershirt and 
vest on. 

It is hard to say who was responsible 
for such a turnout, but it certainly was 
not a sight which ahy of the McGlU 
men might be proud of. The majority 
of the men had no-itrokeysticks with 
tbcin, and were forced to use whatever, 
they coulil lay hands on, using sticks 
altogctlier unsultcd to them. > No mat- 
ter how hard a man plays, it is rather 
difficult to shoot or pass with a right- 
handed stick when you shoot from the 
left side. 

The .M.A.A.A. team turned out some 
of fhcLr men who had played only 
ono senior game, and were therefore 
eligible to play in the Junior J..eaguo;

Playing a game that was superior 
to that of tlieir opponenits in every 
respect, McGill defeated the North 
Branch Y.M.C.A. team at baaketball, 
by a score of 28-21. Although the 
North Branch were able to force the 
play at times it was apparent that 
they could not contend with the Mc- 
Gill team from the start. 

There "was large crowd in the gal- 
lery watching the game and from time 
to time a McGill yell could be heanl, 
but tbe supporters of the winning 
team were in the minority and at 
times they could not be beard at all 
in the volimije of cheers for thedr op- 
ponents. Even if college apirit played 
no part in getting students to support 
student activities, a team, playing as 
ours did, should have an entbuMastlc 
body of supporters. 

The victory on Saturday ni^t gives 
McGill rather a good foothoM upon 
first position and they have every 
chance' of carrying oft the league hon- 
ors this year. The only team which 
has-shownit^dttobc of a high calibre, 
and which McGill team has not play- 
ed as yet, is the M.A.A.A. team; there 
will be no game with them for some 
time yet as the. first game was post- 
poned until the end of the season. 

The defence of the McGill team Is 
one. of the best ever seen in a Red and 
mite'^unitorm raa~lBl> Im- 
pregnable.
